BOSTON, Feb. 21.—Angus D. Gilbert, the 


murderer of Alice, the eight-year-old 
daugter of George N. Sterling of Dor- 
chester, was hanged at the Charles street 
jail at 10.49 this morning. 


Gilbert retired a't 10.30 o'clock last night 


and quickly fell asleep. This morning the 
officer who stood guard over him during 
the night said he did not once stir, and 
when he awoke at 6.25 this morning he 
was in a cheerful mood. He donned the 
new suit of clothes provided for him by 
Sheriff O'Brien, and after completing his 
toilet was giveifa shave. He ate heartily 
of a break fast ot dropped eggs on toast 
and a cnp of strong tea, and made a few 
pleasant comments about the morning to 
the officer present. 


After breakfast and all preparations of 


dressing Gilbert showed remarkable nerve. 
He read the morning papers as usual and 
appeared much interested in articles pub- 
lished in reference to himself. At 8.30 he 
was visited by Rev. Mr. Clarke, the mis- 
sionary, and some minutes later his sister 
Jennie, who has been his constant visitor 
since his incarcernation, arrived and re- 
mained with the condemned man for 
some time. 


At 9.30 spectators holding invitations 


began to arrive and by 10.15 settees which 
were stationed on the south side of the 
rotunda were well filled. To the rieht of 
the scaffold seats were arranged for the 
medical fraternity. The twelve legal wit- 
nesses to the execution were seated in the 
center of the rotunda and directly in front 
of the scaffold. 


At 9.39 Gilbert was taken from his cell 


to the sheriff's parlors where he was 
greeted by his sister, Rev. B. C. Clarke, 
Rev. F. A. Fairfleld of Brockton, and a 
few jaii officials. 
The service lasted 


nearly an hour during which there was a 
prayer und reading of passages from the 
Bible by Rev. Mr. Fairfleld. The prisoner 
and his sister sat together during the 
service and the latter was much affected. 


At 10..W SheriSr O'Brien called on Gil- 


bert and told him he was ready. Both 
the brother and sister were clasped in 
each other's arms. 
But the condemned 


man kept bis nerve throughout. 
The de- 


voted ;md loving sister then took her 
farewell kiss and with sorrow in her heart 
left tho room and the prisoner to the 
mrrcy of his God. At 19.20 o'clock Sheriff 
O'Brien mounted the platform of the 
scaffold and announced that he desired 
any spectators present who d'd not wish 
to remain to leave at once. 
No one re- 


sponded and the sheriff further asked the 
newspaper men r.ot to sketch any of the 
officers while they were performing their 
unpleasant duty on the scaffold. 


The stolid demeanor that has character- 


ized Gilbert since his arrest he maintained 
until the end. It was plainly evident to 
those present when the doomed man en- 
tered the rotunda inwhicu the scaffold 
was erected that he would keep his 
promise and die like a man. As he crossed 
the throshhold he bowed in recognition to 
one of the jail officers stationed at the 
door and with unfaltering step be BT,- 
proochod the flight of stairs leading to 
the platform and the trap. Unassisted he 
climbed them and immediately walked to 
the trap on which was placed a chair. 
He sat down as unconcerned as though he 
was to be presented to the gathering. 


The straps were adjusted by the deputy 


sheriffs when followed the reading of the 
death warrant. During the reading Jailor 
Bradly was adjusting the rope about Gil- 
bert's neck and the black cap over his 
head. The doomed man apparently never 
moved a muscle. Only a slight pallor lit 
up his face. T.ie rope about his neck evi- 
dently bothered him but he calmly looked 
down to show those present that he was 
not nervous. The cap and rope being ad- 
justed he was requested to stand up which 
he did. 


Sheriff O'Brien spoke the fatal ending 


of the death sentence: "Hanged by the 
neck until your are dead, and may God 
bave mercy on your soul," and 
then 


pressed his foot on the spring and the man 
swung in air. It was in the presence of 
about 250 persons. The murderer was pro- 
nounced dead by the physicians in 30 min- 


utes after the trap fell. 
The neck was 


broken and death was painless. The exe- 
cution was a very successful ono from be- 
ginning to end. 


As the first hanging in Boston in twenty 


years the execution created much atten- 
tion, and more than ordinary interest was 
attached to it. It was carried out on a 
gallon s over a half century old, and upon 
which there has been live previous execu- 
tions. Gilbert's sister will take charge of 
the body, but what disposition will 6e 
made of it is unknown. 


Story or Gilbert's Crime. 


The crime for which Gilbert was con- 


victed, was, without <.oubt, one of the 
most brutal ever committed in tLu state of 
Massachusetts. It was for horribly out- 
raging and then murdering little eight- 
year-old Alice Sterling, a bright and lov- 
ing child, the sunshine of her parents' 
home. 


On April 10,1S95, little Alice disappeared 


from her home very mysteriously. Mrs. 
Sterling had been away fo- the afternoon, 
but returned home in time to prepare the 
evening meal. All of the children were 
present except Alice. Little was thought 
of this as it was thought that she might 
possibly be at some of the neighbors. 


When Alice had not returned by 7 


o'clock her parents became alarmed and 
visited several of the neighbors where 
Alice was in the habit of going to play. 
No one had seen her, however. Then be- 
gan a most thorough search of the sur- 
rounding country, in which a great crowd 
assisted, and strange to relate, Gilbert 
was one of the most assiduous in looking 
for the little girl. From what transpired 
later, Gilbert's actions during the search 
were those of one of the coolest men ever 
known. 


The police were notified, and a large 


detail was put to work on the case. After 
a day's work by officers of station 9, with 
practically no clew being found, detec- 
tives from the central office were put on 
the case. The}' met with little success for 
nearly two days. At last it became nec- 
essary to make a house to house canvass 
of the entire district, and it was not until 
this was done that any clew was found 
tbat gave even the slightest hope of ulti- 
mate success. 


During this canvass over 1000 houses 


were visited. Out of this lot one woman 
was found who had seen Alice with Gil- 
bert, about 2 o'clock on the day she so 
mysteriously disappeared. 
Then came 


some of tbe hardest work the Boston de- 
tectives have ever done. It was hard for 
anyone to believe that Gilbert had any 
connection with the case. He had been 
for some time assistant ticket agent at the 
little suburban station of Atlantic, and 
bad always borne a spotless reputation, at 
at least tbat was what everybody in that 
part of the city said. 


The detectives investigated Gilbert very 


carefully. They were not long in finding 
out that the young man for years had 
been leading practically a double life. 


Gilbert lived with a family about half a 


mile from the station and in return for his 
board did chores around the house. 
He 


had a neat room fitted up over the stable. 
A careful examination of this room was 
made, but it brought out no new facts. 


A search was started of the stable and it 


was in the basement of this place that the 
body of little Alice was found buried, face 
down, with but a slight covering of her 
clothes, they having been badly torn in 
her struggle for life. 


A hatchet had been used in murdering 


the girl, her head and face being beaten 
into an unrecognizable mass. The post 
mortem examination revealed the fact 
tbat Alice had been brutally outraged, tho 
coroner's report stating facts of the most 
outrageous character. A later examina- 
tion of Gilbert's room disclosed a suit of 
underclothes stained with blood, and this 
fastened the crime on him without any 
possible doubt. 


The police finally got a partial confes- 


sion from Gilbert. He said that while 
going down into the cellar he had stum- 
bled over the de;,d body. He said that he 
became frightened for fear that he might 
be accused of the murder and had buried 
her mutilated remains. For three whole 
days after doing this Gilbert went about 
his work as usual. He was one of the 
foremost in the search for little Alice, and 
being a close friend of the family was 
often in consultation with both the father 
and the mother in regard to the case. But 
he kept the terrible truth to himself and 
his guilt did not seem to have any eil'ect 
upon him. 


Gilbert's trial was long drawn out. His 


counsel tried to prove insanity. The jury 
took an hour iiud a quarter to find a ver- 
dict of guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree, and on Dec. 14 Gilbert was sentenced 
to be hanged.

Butler did not pay the amount obtained, 
but delivered to her certain certificates of 
stock in what was known as San Miguel 
Gold Placer company, of which Butler 
was president. He represented that the 
shares conveyed were worth the $97,944, 
while in reality they had no value and 
never have had any. The estate is there- 
fore sued by the plaintiff through her 
attorneys, Warner and Wright. Ex-Gov. 
George D. Robinson of Chicopee and F. 
8. Washburne had entered appearance for 
the defendant. 
Ex-Governor Robinson 


was in PittsSeld only last Friday, and his 
robust appearance at that time was re- 
marked upon by more than one official in 
the court house.

A canip- 
fire will be held in the dining room 
of the church after the drill and coffee, 
doughnuts, crackers and cheese will be 
furnished in plenty. 
The fact that it will 


be a smokeless camplirc will probably 
nut lessen the pleasure expected. 


The farmers' institute held at Cheshire 


yesterday was quite well attended, com- 
pared with former meetings of the kind 
held in that town. 


The president of the Hoosac Valley 


Agricultural society, nnder whose au- 
spices the institute was held, was not 
present and the meeting was opened by 
S. A. Hickox of South WiUiamstown, who 
introduced the speaker, P. M. Harwood 
of W,atertown. His subject was "Tuber- 
culosis." There were over fifty persons 
present, most of whom were interested to 
learn, if possible, how to eradicate that 
dread disease from the herds of Massa- 
chusetts. The question is one that con- 
cerns everybody in one way or another, 
and the stock owners especially will be 
subjected to serious loss if the legis- 
lature fails to make an appropriation 
to 
pay 
for 
slaughtered 
animals. 


Mr. Harwood spoke of the great ne- 
cessity of staying the disease, and eradi- 
cating it if possible, and said this would 
require the efforts of farmers and honest 
men generally, and legislation and in- 
creasing vigilance. Mr. Harwood's idea 
is that 20 per cent, of the cattle of this 
state are affected more or less with tuber- 
culosis. 


In one instance eleven cattle were 


tested and all were found diseased. Mr. 
Harwood says it costs the state f 70 a herd 
to find the diseased cattle and to pay the 
owners for them, |35 going to inspectors 
and vetinarians and $35 to the owner. 
The speaker said this was too much, and 
that a large saving could be made if the 
farmers would collect their cattle for the 
inspectors Instead of compelling them to 
travel from farm to farm to make the 
tests. The work could then be done by a 
smaller number of inspectors. Mr. Har- 
wood thought that many ot the inspec- 
tors were not properly qualified for the 
work. The cattle commissioners and the 
inspectors should work in perfect har- 
mony. 


Steam is used to kill the disease germs 


in the cars in which cattle are shipped 
Milk was thought to be more dangerous 
than beef, and butter fully as dangerous 
milk. The heat to which milk is subjected 
incheese making does not kill the germs, 
but simply served to make them more 
lively. 


The address was very instructive. Mr. 


Harwood showed himself to be wel 
posted on his subject and his talk was 
heard with keen interest by all present.

BOON TO MARINERS. 


An Ear For Ships Which Will Pre- 


vent Collisions at Sea. 


A Most Wonderful and Valua- 


ble Instrument. 


Severe Tests Sho« What the Eoptiono Is Capa< 


ble ol Performing. 


NKV? YOKK, Feb. 21.— Skippers In Now 


York harbor wo amazed at tho work of 
the eophon'i. It is a new instrument con- 
stituting a sort of gigantic car for a ship, 
rind is intended to detect the direction of 
sound waves in a foj?. 


A succe.-.sful tost of the instrument was 


made ou ihe government tny Daniel S. 
Lament. Mr. De la Torre, the inventor, 
went out -\vlth the tug, and without being 
able to sen obstructions, buoys and other 
tugs in tl'o harbor, accurately indicated 
their direction, showing that the eophono 
would contribute greatly to the safety of 
vessolsiu n foi*. 


The probability of collisions and wrecks 


due to fog* has been accepted as a sort of 
umivmd. iblo evil, which tunat beoomo 
irrc'ttcr as he number and speed oE vessels 
increase. Uut the inventive genius of man 
could not let sueh a condition of affairs 
oontMinj \\ ithout attempting todoawuy 
wuii it, aiMl there has boon perfected lately 
n Mmpio ii'strLimouf, called tho eoplione, 
by which the direction froiu which a 
bouiul pro -eeds cm bo determined with 
absolute nrour.u-y in fug or darkness. 


The simplest desi'ripthm of tho instru- 


ment it, that it consists of two bell- 
mouthed ;"Miml receivers, separated by a 
central di. i »liiM£iii. Tho sound receivers 
are connected to tho two ears, and, when 
p. >:r.!eil directly at a sourco o£ sound, the 
noise i-i tlu> name in each ear. When 
turned aw.iy, the sound Is heard in only 
one ear. 


On -.liip'raard tlio sound-catching and 


dividing part of the instrument extends 
nbovo the top of tiie charthtuuc. Tho 
tubes are brought wit.hin the elmrthou>e, 
andthc inurnment may be turned, from 
below to point 


In Any Desired Direction. 


To illnst rate the character of the triaU 


which liave been made, with the eophone, 
one \\as placed on the lighthouse tender 
Liiae, oil -Ne.v York, and in a dense fog a 
whistling huoy was picked up at a dis- 
tanee of a mile and its direction indi- 
cated correctly, iilihjugh every effort was 
imide to confute tlie observer by change of 
course. Ordinarily there is great diffi- 
culty in p citing up a whistling buoy in a 
fog. 


Another test, showing the merits of the 


eophonc in a striking way, was made by 
blindfolding the observer and then chas- 
ing another vessel by sounds of its whistle, 
the vessel pursued doubling and twisting 
in every possible way. No difficulty what- 
ever was found in following the vessel 
under such circumstances. 


Sparbiuys can be picked up from tho 


echo of tlie boat's whistle. A vessel run- 
ning close to land would get tho echo from 
her own whistle in case there were hills or 
tall houses. On dark nights the ripplo o£ 
oars nr tlie slightest noise jf a torpedo boat 
would bj accurately located 
by tlie 


eophoue, so that it is as important from a 
military point of view as it is necessary i:i 
ordinary navigation. 


Tho eophono is probably one of the 


greatest inventions of tha day, as it is 
destined to become us much a part of a 
ship's e {uipm :nt as tho compass. 


Theeoplwne is the invention of Frank De 


la Torre of Baltimore. He has spent a 
number of years in perfecting it, and has 
bjeu aide1! in tlie development by the ad- 
vice and rriricisms of some of the greatest 
ph( s cistL ot' Europe.

ON BEACON HILL. 


Bicycle Lanterns, Abolition of Days ol Orict 


and Other Matters. 


BOSTON, Feb. 21.—Iu tho house the com- 


mittee on probate and insolvency reported 
a bill permitting probate courts to appoint 
only ono appraiser in cases of small es- 
tates. The committee on towus reported 
a bill providing a system of water supply 
for Millers Falls. The committee on judi- 
ciary reported against a bill prescribing n 
form of civil marriage to Iu tlie only one 
recognized by the courts. (Mr. Adams 
dissents). 


In tlic senat« tlio committee on cities re- 


ported in favor of the hill which provides 
that bicycle jind tricycle riders must equip 
their nmchmes with a lamp or lantern of 
sufficient Illuminating power to be visible 
at a distance of 200 feet. This lamp or 
lantern must bo lighted when Che ma- 
chine is iu use between sunset aud sun- 
rise, wlthiu or without tho limits of a 
city. Anyone disobeying the law will be 
punished hy a line not exceeding ?20 tot 
each offense and tho liability for all dam- 
ape occasioned to any person by euch un- 
lawful act. 


At the hearing before tho banking com- 


mittee the only opposition to tho abolition 
of days of grace related to drafts. Tho 
remonstrants had no objection to tho pro- 
posed legislation so far as it related to 
promissory uotes. 


Stationary engineers were out in force 


at tho hearing before the committee on 
mercantile affairs ou the bill providing for 
certain changes in the law passed last year 
relative to engineers' ll-enses. The bill 
proposes to abolish special licenses which, 
confine tlie engineer or fireman after ox- 
nniinn^ion to the boiler or engine on 
which he was at work when examined 
and to provide that engineers o£ long ex- 
perience shall reeeivo unlimited licenses 
on presentation of a sworn certificate, ac- 
companied by another from their em- 
ployer. It fir clier provides for the ap- 
pointment of a special commission of llvo 
eunipcicntengineers, who shall have full 
chargo of tlie issuance of licenses. Chair- 
man Darling of the committee announced 
that tlie lirst mutter would be the repeal 
of last year's law.

IN THE DEEP SEA. 


Robert Louis Stevenson Tells or tho Form* 


of Life Found There. 


The letters written from Samoa by Rob- 


ert Louis Ste\ccRon to his ward are print- 
ed in St. Nicholas. 
Following Is an ex- 


tract from one: 


I read tho other day something that I 


thought would Interest so great a sea bath- 
er as yourself. 
Yon know that tho llshos 


that we see and catch go only a certain 
way down into the sea. 
Below a certain 


depth there is no life at all. The water is 
as empty as the air is above a certain 
height. Even the shells of dead fishes that 
come down there are cru/.icd into nothing 
by the hugo weight of tlio water. Lower 
still, In tho places where the sea is pro- 
foundly deep, it appears that lifo begins 
again. People fish up Iu dredging buckets 
loose rags and tatters of creatures that 
hang together all right down there with 
the great weight holding them in one, but 
r.oino all to pieces as they aro hauled up. 
Just what they look like, just what they 
do or feed upon, wo shall never fluel out 
—only that wo have some flimsy fellow 
creatures down in the very bottom of tho 
aecp seas and can uot get them up except 
in tatters. 


It must be pretty dark where they live, 


and there are no plants or weeds, and no 
fish come down there, or drowned sailors 
either, from the upper parts, because these 
aro all mushed to pieces by the great 
weight long before they get so far, or else 
come to a place where perhaps they float. 
Bub I dare say a cannon sometimes conies 
careering solemnly down, and circling 
about like a dead leaf or'thistle down, and 
then tlio ragged follows go aud'play about 
the cannon and toll themselves all kinds 
of stories about tho fish higher up and 
their Iron houses, and perhaps go insida 
aud sleep, and perhaps dream of it all like 
their betters. 


Of course you know a cannon down 


there would be quite light. Even in shal- 
low water, whero men go down with a 
diving dross, they grow S3 light that they 
have to hang weights about their necks, 
and have their boots loaded with 20 pounds 
of load—as I know to my sorrow. 
Aud 


with all this, and the helmet, which is 
heavy enough of itsolf to any one up hero 
in the thin aV1, they are earned about like 
gossamers, and have to take every kind of 
euro not to bo upset and stood upon their 
heads. I wont down once In thu dress and 
speak from experience. But if we could 
pet down for a moment near whero the 
iishos are we should be in a tight plane. 
Suppose the water not to crush us (which it 
would), we should pitch about in every 
kind <if direction. 
Every sts;p we took 


would carry us as far an if we had scvtu 
leaguo boots, and we should keep living 
head over heels, and top over bottom, like 
the liveliest clowns iu the world. 


A good ctory is told of an old negro who 


lives out ou tho Vinovlllo branch. Tho 
line that marks the city limits is oniy a 
few yards beyond tho branch, and tho two 
room house occupied by tlie negro is built 
across the line, one room being inside the 
city and tho other outsic'.e. For ten months 
in tho year tho old negrj lives in tho room 
onlsido tho city, but at tho expiration of 
that time moves over into tho other room.
